WESTERN HORSES REACH LOUISVILLE 

J. H. Kosseter Sends Five. C. W. Clark Three and 
L. A. Bias insame Two to Churchill Downs. 



IdMlIsville. Ky.. April 3. — George Strate. general 
niauager of J. H. Uosseter’s breeding ami racing 
establishments, arrived at Churchill Downs yester- 
day with five horses lielouging to his employer, the 
shipment having come direct from Mr. Rossetcr’s 
Wikkiun ranch in California. The horses arrived in 
spl-iiiliil condition and will he placed iu training for 
the spring season iu Kentucky. 

Mr. Strate also brought three horses belonging to 
C. W. Clark, whieh were consigned to Mr. Clark's 
trainer. John Lowe, at Douglas Park. Two other 
horses, the pro|iertv of L. A. Blasingame. wealthy 
Californian, were also included in the shipment, aud 
these will Is- transferred to trainer II. T. ltatchler 
upon Ills arrival here. These latter ones were Rob- 
ert K. Lee. a three -year -old colt by tleueral Rob- 
erts — Princess, and Cold Thrush, a two-year-old. 
also by tleueral Roberts. Kolaert E. Lee was cam - 
ping tied at the last Tijuana meeting, where he won 
lour races. Owing to his having raced last year 
prior to April 1. the «-olt had to lie turned out for 
the remainder of the year.

Mr. Strate brought the information that Mr. Kos- 
seter has decided to bring a party of friends to 
witness the running of the Derby and stay for the 
entire Churchill Downs meeting. He also stated 
that Mr. Kosseter is going into the thoroughbred 
breeding business on a large scale. During the win- 
ter $43.00* * was expended by Mr. Kosseter ou a 
palatial training stable, while an additional S4.000 
was spent in furnishing and equipping quarters for 
the employes. A mile track, with a three-quar- 
ters straightaway course, is now under i-onstructiou. 

Tin- stallion Disguise, for which Mr. Kosseter 
gave $4-Ii00 at the Corrigan disi»ersal sale, is now 
the chief stallion at the Kosseter ranch. He is be- 
ing bred to fifteen young mares that Mr. Kosseter 
n-ccutly brought from abroad. Disguise has already 
l>ren bred to the marc Mauretania, a sister to Bay- 
Is-rry Candle. 

Jockey A. Johnson, whose eoutract was purchased 
by Mr. Kosseter. did not arrive with the stable. He 
went to his home in Spokane for a brief visit and 
is due t« resell here the first part of next week.

The annual running of the Kentucky Oaks is not attended with the eclat attaching to the decision of 
the Kentucky Derby. Probably if it was given as much added money it would lie held to la- nearly as 
imjiortant in public estimation, but comparatively, its endowment is scanty and its value a minor quan- 
tity. Rut historically the race is on a par with tbe Derby iu length of existence and owners like to win 
it. In its time it lias been won by some grand young race mares, among which the names and deeds of 
Felieia. Modesty. English Lady. Souttle, Crocket. Kush. Audience, King’s Daughter, Waterblossom, Kath- 
leen and Sunbonnet are prominent. 

This year the race received forty-three entries. Last year was a year of good two-year-old fillies aud 
some of the best have been entered in the Oaks. Filly races early in the year are notoriously mn-ertaiu 
of result, but. if all goes well with them in training, it is quite sure that Rosie U’Grady, Viva America. 
Atalauta. Violet Bonnie. Ocean Sweep. Mistress Polly. Plum, Olive Wood. Tally. Gipsy Queen. Enfilade. 
Thistle and Bonnie Broom would furnish a field unsurpassed in the long history of the race. I-ast year, 
when Sunbonnet won it. her opponents were such as to justify her favoritism at the short price of 1 to 2 
in the nmtiiels. hut there is so much speed and high-class two-year-old form in the band named that a 
really interesting aud bitterly contested race seems iu store for this year. The nominations to the Oaks 
aud their records in the two-year-old racing of last year are set out in detail in the following table:

Perhaps the most noteworthy occurence of tin- 
day was the starting of “Jack” Thornby’s well 
touted filly Fannie Mehan. whieh raced in tin- 
colors of Frank Davitt. The daughter of I teach 
Comber or Helmet — Grail was dispatched to tin- 
barrier at odds-on anil rewarded the confideun- of 
ln-r backers by defeating her opponents with ridicu- 
lous ease. In the fats" of a brisk breeze, which blew 
straight up the stretch. Fannie Mehan ran the half 
mile in 48%. whieh shattered the former record 
for that distance by one-fifth of :i second. 

R. Denyse. a promising apprentice, was given a 
real opportunity to display his skill in the running 
of the second race. Denyse had the mount on Tol- 
erance. one of the choices, and rode his charge with 
real ability. Tolerance had little trouble iu holding 
this race safe. 

Master Karma came hack today aud won his sec- 
ond race of the meeting, when lie defeated a good 
band in tlie fourth race, after suffering from con- 
siderable interference. 

J. J. Fitzgerald. Colin Campbell, jockey J«m- 
Byrne. M. ltl-ickuont and a large party of turfmen 
arrived from Hot Springs during the afternoon. 
The party left the Vai>or City immediately following 
the close of that meeting. Many horsemen are held 
up at that point owing to the lack of shipping fa- 
cilities for tlieir racers.

At the Sundown Park. England, steeplechase meet- 
ing March 1.3. the six-year-old gelding Water Bed, 
by Feather Beil — Coolhawn. recorded an extraordi- 
nary performance, when taking up the huge im- 
|Mtst of ISO pounds, he won Ihe Waterlook Handicap 
Hurdle race at two miles in 4:03% and gave the 
second horse. Llanthony. thirty- two pounds. This 
achievement led “Vigilant” to say in Izuidnn Simrts- 
man: 

“The appearance on the card on the second after- 
noon of the recent Saiiduwn Park meeting of Water 
Bed. 199 itoitnds (including ten pounds extra), 
caused many jieople to keep their race cards as 
a memento of what may be the biggest weight al- 
lotted in any handicap hurdle race. Mr. Bennett's 
good gelding did not, of course, run. his owner 
resting content with his victory of the previous 
day under iso pounds. Whether a heavier weight 
has ever been shown on a race card than 199 pounds 
for a hurdle handicap, it is impossible to say. tint 
of curiosity I have glanced at many of the steeple- 
chasing “Calendars” of the last forty years, but I 
cannot trace anything like such a weight having 
been carried in that class of race. The biggest 
burden I came across was 184 pounds, which was 
carried to victory in the Beeher Handicap Hurdle 
race. November." 1873. by Mr. Taylor’s Reform, 
which was inclusive of an extra nine pounds. 

WONDERFUL PERFORMANCE OF REFORM. 

“He gave from twenty-eight to forty-two pounds 
apie<-e to his half dozen opponents and won by two 
lengths, a fine performance, indeed, for five of 
them won one or more races apieee during the win- 
ter season of 1873-74. Reform was a five-year-old 
horse by Gunboat — Untrue. Prior to carrying 184 
IMiitmls in triumph at Liver] tool he hud scored four 
other successes in handicap hurdle rai*es out of five 
attempts, winning two of them under such other 
substantial burdens as 173 pounds ami 173 itoimils. 
As far as 1 know, tlie 184 |>ounds carried by Re- 
form may lie the record weight carried in a hurdle 
handicap, but Hes]ier in the late seventies nearly 
approached it. wiuning at Sundown Park under 182 
pounds. Hnrscs have not infrequently carried big 
weights to victory there, anil in October. 1879. 
Paul’s Cray won a handicap hurdle race, carrying 
177 pounds, for the late Tom Jennings. Ill tlie fol- 
lowing month Bugle March did the trick at Kemp- 
ton I’ark with 178 pounds, anil Solimnn. in Decem- 
ber. 1899. won the Kemptou Christmas Hurdle 
Handicap under 178 iiotinds. 

REF0RH AND HESPER RECORD HOLDERS. 

“A more recent weight carrier of note was tlie 
late Mr. Stedall’s Rassendyl. which in 1907 secured 
the Sundown Grand Prize with 175 pounds in tlie 
saddle, and in the following year won tlie Inter- 
national Hurdle Handicap at Gatwlck under 176 
IMiunds. Reform and Hesper, however, are entitled 
to more credit, 184 pounds anil 182 being the two 
highest winning weights. Chandos never carried 
more than 175 pounds successfully nnd I»wlnnder’s 
two successive Liverpool victories in hurdle handi- 
caps were only under 149 pounds anil 154, in the 
autumn of liis fonr-year-old carrer, the season pron- 
to his historic match with the three-year-old Galo- 
pin over the Rowley Mile, when Prince Bntthyany's 
colt, in receipt of twelve pounds, for 500 sovereigns 
a side, defeated tlie older horses by a length. In 
that year Lowlander won eight races on the flat 
out of eleven. Reverting to Rassendyl. lie was a 
cheap horse to Mr. Stednll. He was by Loved One — 
Princess, and was bought out of a selling hurdle 
race which lie won at Sail down Park for J. J. 
Parkinson, for only 280 guineas, having a leg at 
the time.”

Louisville, Ky., April 5. — The tide from the win- 
ter tracks toward this city is largely eoming in 
and fresh arrivals of luirses are being unloaded each 
day.

Tlie 
shipment was in charge of trainer E. C. Crockett, 
as owner Seideneek decided to go to liis home in 
Chicago. The only horses that K. Pitt brought were 
Daddy Holbert and Kilkenny. 

Mr. Van Gonlen brought three, including Marian 
Roberts and Janice Roberts, both tliree-year-olds, 
aud a two-year-old chestnut colt bj- General Rob- 
erts — Rose Cherry, which has been named Silvery 
Light. These horses were all bred at the Van Gor- 
den stud in California and are all by General Rob- 
erts. Mr. Van Gorden, who is one of the oldest 
horsemen in this country, will attend to the train- 
ing of his youngsters. 

The Miller Henderson band consisted of Grundy, 
winner of two races at Hot Springs. Beaverkill and 
a couple of two-year-olds. One of these is a bay 
filly by Co<k o’ the Walk— Kerr and has been 
named First Pullet. The other is a chestnut colt 
by Jack Atkin— Anna Ray. The horses that Hen- 
derson took to Hot Springs for Frederick Johnson 
were turned over to William Martin previous to 
Henderson’s leaving there. . 

Among tlie horsemen to get in from Hot Springs 
were Willie Goose, who campaigned Pamsh suc- 
cessfully. only to lose the colt in a selling race. 
It. J. Powers is another recent arrival from Hot 
Springs. 

Josepii Stern, who recently purchased a numlier 
of two-year-olds from Willis Sharpe Kilmer, with 
tlie idea of re-entering racing as an owner, has en- 
gaged jockey J. Frach to ride for him. The jockey 
is due here iu a few days.
